Hath 10t time enough been loſt to ſweeten the Enemies, if 
it were poſſible? have we not temporized enough ? have we tiot given 
them hopes exough ? why then delay we to Jes, our ſelves to the wick- 
ed and miſchievous Tyrannies of the Hereticks ? ?
